The  last  few  months  ham  been  enough  to  kjfl 
anybody.  The  question  cf  whether  or  not  to  fly 
the  Confederate  'Battleflag  atop  our  Statehouse 
has  been  almost  constantly  in  the  news,  since 
governor  (David  'Beasley  unwisely  raised  the 
issue  last  (hfovembtr:  only  a  few  days  after  the 
general  election  was  ewer. 

(Reporters  from  as  distant  venues  as  the 
Minneapolis  Star  Tribune,  tyw  fork.  Times  to 
La  figaro  of  Tans,  Trance  have  filed  stories 
about  our  flag  and  the  cause  it  represents  (and 
these  are  just  the  ones  who  have  interviewed  me 
and  does  not  include  other  stories  that  have  been 
written  or  the  television  and  radio  accounts). 


Of  course  it  is  The  State  in  Columbia  that  has 
given  up  objective  reporting  and  made 
themselves  our  most  bitter  enemy,  for  the  Hast 
four  years  the  editors  of  this  newspaper  have 
waged  an  unrelenting  editorial  war  against  our 
noble  banner  and  the  courageous  men  it 
represents.  'While  The  State's  editors  have  from 
time  to  tone  given  up-serviu  to  the  idea  of  the 
flag's  honorable  heritage  they  cannot  resist 
reminding  the  world  that  sometimes  the  flag  is 
used  by  extremists.  The  conclusion  they  draw 
from  this  unfortunate  fact  is  that  the  flag  must 
be  removed  from  public  view,  lest  us  ordinary 
peasants  be  seduced  into  showing  to  it  a 
deserved  respect.

9^pw  we  (earn  that  The 
State  newspaper,  under  the  management  cf 
frtd  Mott,  has  bun  making  substantial 
donations  to  the  governor's  fund  to  remove  the 
flag,  all  the  while  editorializing  vehemently  for 
itsremovoLTo  this  end  Mr.  Mott  has  used  the 
Tatmetto  'Business  forum  to  a  launder  these 
donations  in  an  attempt  to  foep  them  secret. 
Apparently  the  ordinary  rules  cf  journalistic 
integrity  do  not  apply  to  him. 

The  South  Carolina  (Division,  Sons  of 
Confederate  Veterans,  however,  has  acquitted 
themselves  well  in  this  campaign.  Thegovemor 
never  expected  that  the  descendants  cf 
Confederate  veterans  could  be  as  highly 
motivated  as  we  have  been.  And  you  men  an  to 
be  commended  for  the  way  in  which  you  rose 
immediately  to  the  call  for  action  and  have  been 
consistently  and  responsibly  active  ever  since.

CONFEDERATE  MEDAL  OF  HONOR  AWARDED  TO 

1ST  LIEUTENANT  RAPHAEL  PAINPARE 

BEAUREGARD  ARTILLERY,  C.S.A. 

FOR  HEROIC  ACTION  ABOVE  AND  BEYOND  THE  CALL  OF  DUTY 

AT  THE  BATTLE  OF  DINGLE'S  MILL,  SOUTH  CAROLINA,  9  APRIL  1865. 

"Lt.  Raphael  Painpare,  recovering  from  a  serious  Illness  and  on 
leave  frcm  his  unit,  volunteered  to  command  one  of  the  two  guns  of 
a  scratch  force  of  154  defenders  consisting  of  militia,  hospital 
convalescents,  old  men,  and  teenage  boys  assembled  to  contest  the 
advance  of  Federal  troops  on  the  small  town  of  Sumter  during  Sherman's 
sweep  through  South  Carolina  in  April,  1865.  When  scouts  reported 
more  than  2,600  of  the  foe  approaching,  seme  of  the  defenders  argued 
that  further  resistance  was  hopeless,  but  Lt.  Painpare  stepped  to  the 
front  of  his  oonrnand  and  cut  them  short  with  the  words,  'Men,  your 
heme  is  in  Sumter.  My  heme  is  in  Louisiana,  and  I  proposed  to  fight 
nry  gun  if  any  one  will  help  me. '  Deeply  impressed  by  the  young 
Lieutenant's  resolve  and  courage,  the  outnumbered  defenders  opened 
the  lopsided  battle  with  a  spirited  bombardment  of  the  enemy.  Despite 
the  early  loss  of  one  gun  to  enemy  fire,  Lt.  Painpare  continued  to 
rally  his  men,  personally  ODnrnanding  the  remaining  piece  and  preventing 
the  advance  of  the  enemy.  For  two  hours,  his  outnumbered  defenders, 
inspired  by  their  commander's  irrepressible  example  of  courage  and 
iron  resolve,  fought  the  enemy  to  a  standstill.  When  the  Federals 
with  two  regiments  finally  flanked  the  defenders,  making  their  position 
now  untenable,  Lt.  Painpare  ordered  his  men  to  take  cover  while  he 
alone  remained  at  the  gun  inflicting  a  heavy  fire  on  the  advancing 
enemy.  Despite  a  Federal  officer's  call  to  'Spare  that  man,  don't 
fire  at  him,  for  he  is  too  brave  to  diet ' ,  Lt.  Painpare  was  mortally 
wounded  by  a  full  volley  directed  at  him— the  last  man  at  his  gun." 

The  Confederate  Medal  of  Honor  is  the  highest  award  presented 
by  the  Sons  of  Confederate  Veterans  and  it  is  given  only  to  those 
individuals  who  distinguish  themselves  by  conspicious  gallantry  and 
bravery  at  the  risk  of  life  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  while 
engaged  in  action  against  the  enemy  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America.  A  special  ceremony  and  battle  reenactment  depicting  the  heroic 
last  stand  and  death  of  Lt.  Painpare  will  be  hosted  by  the  members 
of  the  General  P.G.T.  Beauregard  camp.

After  having  met  for  nearly  six  years  at  the  old  Georgetown 
Country  Club,  Battery  White  Camp  1563  now  has  the 
distinction  of  being  one  of  the  few  camps  meeting  on  an  actual 
Confederate  fortification.  Starting  this  past  Nov.,  the  camp 
moved  its  meeting  place  to  Belle  Isle  Gardens,  home  of  Battery 
White  (BW)  for  which  the  camp  is  named.  The  following  is  a 
brief  history  of  BW. 

Under  pressure  from  the  governor  to  do  something  about  the 
lack  of  defense  around  Georgetown  (GT),  Gen.  John  C. 
Pemberton  visited  the  area  in  Aug.  of  1862  and  approved 
locations  for  2  new  batteries.  The  main  fortification,  to  be 
named  BW,  would  be  located  several  miles  below  GT  on  the 
south  side  of  Winyah  Bay.  Built  to  overlook,  a  narrow  point  of 
the  bay,  the  battery  would  have  a  commanding  view  of  the  bay. 
Across  the  bay  at  Fraser's  P{oint,  a  smaller  fortification  would 
be  constructed. 

Due  to  the  deployment  of  Confederate  forces  in  more  strategic 
places,  BW  was  always  under  manned  and  at  the  time 
equipped  with  2  eight  inch  columbiads,  3  obsolete  32  pound 
cannon  and  8  other  guns  of  small  caliber. 

By  early  1864,  the  soldiers  garrison  at  BW  encountered  severe 
shortages  of  equipment.  By  June  they  were  in  server  need  of 
more  arms  and  ammunition. 

BWwas  evacuated  in  Feb.  1865  after  Charleston  had  fallen. 
Union  forces  found  the  16  cannon  at  the  fortification  all  spiked 
and  a  large  amount  of  artillery  ammunition  and  other 
equipment.  Union  Admiral  Dahlgren  found  BW  to  be  an 
impressive  fortification.  In  the  main  battery  facing  the  bay,  he 
counted  12  artillery  pieces,  3-32  pound  cannon,  2-10inch 
columbiads,  4-24  pound  cannon  and  1-12  pound  field  piece, 
trained  on  the  beach  in  front  of  the  battery.  The  other  artillery 
pieces,  2-24  pounders  were  mounted  in  an  unfinished  battery 
at  the  rear  of  Battery  White. 

Admiral  Dahlgren  spent  several  days  in  Georgetown  reviewing 
his  troops  and  issuing  orders  to  the  citizens.  When  finished 
Dahlgren  took  his  flagship,  the  Harvest  Moon,  back  down  river 
and  anchored  for  the  night  offshore  to  Battery  White.  The  next 
morning  he  inspected  Battery  White  once  more  than  steamed 
across  Winyah  Bay  toward  the  Atlantic.  Still  within  site  of 
Battery  White  Dahlgren  had  sat  down  to  breakfast  In  his  cabin 
when  the  Harvest  Moon  struck  a  Confederate  torpedo,  causing 
the  mine  to  explode  against  the  ship's  hull.  Within  five  minutes 
the  Harvest  Moon  had  sunk  to  the  bottom  of  Winyah  Bay. 
Dahlgren  and  all  but  one  of  his  sailors  escaped  to  the  tug 
Clover.  [The  torpedo  had  been  assembled  in  the  present  day 
Rice  Museum  Annex  building  and  Front  Street  and  floated  down 
the  bay.  Today  at  low  tide,  the  smoke  stacks  of  the  Harvest 
Moon  can  still  be  seen.) 

In  early  March,  Dahlgren's  marines  were  withdrawn  from  the 
Georgetown  and  replaced  with  the  following  occupation  troops: 
the  54th  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  the  I02nd  Colored 
Troops,  and  the  32nd  US  Colored  Troops,  all  commanded  by 
Colonel  P.  P.  Brown. 

After  the  war,  the  area  known  as  Belle  Isle  gardens  came 
into  the  ownership  of  the  Johnstone  family.  In  the  late  sixties 
and  early  seventies,  the  land  was  sold  and  developed  into  a 
condominium  community.  Thanks  to  the  foresight  of  Billy 
Johnstone  who  had  inherited  the  land  from  his  father,  the 


Battery  White  fortification  was  saved  and  placed  on  the 
National  Registry  of  Historic  Places.  Billy,  who  is  an  active 
member  of  Battery  White  SCV  has  preserved  Battery  White 
for  all  to  see  and  enjoy.  The  camp  meets  at  the  Belle  Isle 
Yacht  Club  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  and  welcomes 
other  camp  members  and  visitors  to  join  them.
